Basford, Cheddleton, Consall, Rownall and Whiston - which all lay in Cheddleton constablewick 
except Rownall which lay in Alton constablewick.

[Easter 1290] Staff. An assize of last presentation to the Church of Chetelton, the advowson of 
which Nicholas de Aldythelegh, as custos of the land and heir of Richard son of Henry de Chetelton, 
claimed against the Abbot of Deulacres, by reason of the said custody; and he stated that Robert de 
Chetelton the ancestor of the heir had presented in the reign of King John [1199/1216] a certain 
Peter, his clerk, who had been admitted and instituted on his presentation, and had died the last 
Parson of the Church, and from Robert the right descended to William as son and heir ; and from 
William, who died without leaving issue, to Hugh, his brother and heir ; and from Hugh to William 
as son and heir ; and from William to Robert as son and heir ; and from Robert to Henry as son and 
heir ; and from Henry to Richard as son and heir, who is under age. The Abbot stated, etc. (Here 
follow the pleadings already given, and the writs to the Bishop to certify whether the Church teas 
vacant or not.) In reply to the last writ the Bishop stated that when he was about to execute the 
King's mandate, an inhibition had been served upon him from the Court of Canterbury by a monk of 
Deulacres, and because the Abbot had alleged the Church was full and served (consulta) by the said 
Abbot and Monks who held it in their own hands, and he had stated he was ready to prove this by 
the Ordinary, and the same Abbot had served an inhibition upon the Bishop to prevent him from 
certifying to the writ, it is considered that the assize should proceed. And the Abbot stated that 
Hugh the ancestor of the heir had given and confirmed to the Abbot and Convent of Deulacres the 
advowson of the Church, and he produced the deed of the said Hugh. The jury say that Robert de 
Cheltelton, formerly Lord of Cheltelton, and the ancestor of Richard (whose heir he is), had made 
the last presentation in the reign of King John, and the Clerk presented had been admitted, and had 
died the last Parson of the Church ; and being questioned as to the length of time which had 
elapsed since the death of Peter the last Parson, answered more than ten years. It is therefore 
considered that the custos of the heir should recover the advowson. m. 157. [SHC 1885 i 199] 


CHEDDLETON (St. Edward), a parish, in the union of Cheadle, N. division of the hundred of 
Totmonslow and of the county of Stafford, 3% miles (S. by W.) from Leek; comprising the townships 
of Basford, Cheddleton, and Consall or Cunsall; and containing 1824 inhabitants, of whom 1285 are 
in the township of Cheddleton. The parish consists of 8850 acres, whereof 1000, probably, are 


woodland, and the remainder chiefly pasture; in some parts sand prevails, in others clay, with peat 
or a dark soil on the surface, and the scenery is very beautiful. Coal is wrought, and gritstone and 
burr-stone quarried; there are also a silkthrowing-mill, a paper-mill established a few years since, a 
dye-house, a brewery, and some coal and lime wharfs. The river Churnet intersects the parish; and 
the Churnet Valley railway, and Caldon and Uttoxeter branches of the Trent and Mersey canal, also 
pass through. Among the residences here, are, Ashcombe, the seat of William Sneyd, Esq., a very 
substantial mansion in the Grecian style; Rownall Hall, of Smith Child, Esq.; and Basford Hall, of 
the Rev. John Sneyd. This last has been rebuilt on an ancient site by the present owner, in the 
Elizabethan style, and is beautifully situated on the brow of a hill, commanding a splendid 
panoramic view of the country around, including an ornamental castle lately erected, a spacious 
plain, the vale of the Churnet, and some fine woodland and mountain scenery. Here is also a good 
old mansion called Mosslee, originally the property of the Hollins family, from whom it descended 
by marriage to the Boothbys; it now belongs to Mr. Sneyd of Ashcombe. The living is a perpetual 
curacy; net income, £160; patron and incumbent, the Rev. Edward Powys. The land is almost wholly 
tithe free. The church, situated on an eminence, is in the pointed style, and embellished with a 
tower. The Wesleyans have a place of worship; and a church has been built at Wetley Rocks, which 
see. In 1724, James Whitehall bequeathed £200 for teaching children, and £30 to build a 
schoolroom; John Bagnall added a rent charge of £5. At a field near Ferny hill is the shaft of a very 
ancient cross, eleven feet high, standing on three circular stone steps. [A Topographical Dictionary

Cheddleton Church, St Edward, is an ancient structure, and the living is a perpetual curacy, in the 
patronage of the co-heiress of the late Rev Edward Powys, who died in 1851, and incumbency of the 
Rev. William Williams, M.A. [WHITE (1851)]

He was only educated to literate 
grade. On 1 Sep 1662 he was in office as parochial curate of Waterfall and then in Jul 1663 he was 
ordained deacon by Lichfield. [Possibly the record is confused]. By 1 Aug 1665 he had resigned 
Waterfall and probably after presentation by the vicar of Leek then George Roades c1627-1695 was 
in office as parochial curate of Cheddleton. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Cheddleton 
constablewick but was not assessed there.
